Boston  University  Medical 
Center  has  the  backing  of  the 
governor  and  mayor  for  its  plan 
to  build  a  top-level  bioresearch 
laboratory  in  Boston,  but  city 
residents  living  near  the  pro¬ 
posed  lab  are  ready  to  put  up  a 
fight.  That  was  the  message 
given  by  many  of  the  340  people 


who  packed  a  citywide  forum 
last  week  about  the  controversial 
bioterrorism  research  laboratory 
proposed  for  the  South  End. 

Boos,  jeers  and  clapping 
punctuated  most  of  the  two- 
hour  forum  at  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  in  which  panelists 
where  often  interrupted  and 
mocked  by  angry  attendees.

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City  Council  Vote  Helps  Clear  Way  For 
Kensington  Place  Apartment  Tower

The  City  Council  voted 
Wednesday  to  grant  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  the 
power  to  take  properties  by 
eminent  domain  on  the  pro¬ 
posed  Kensington  Place  site,  at 
the  comer  of  La  Grange  and 
Washington  Streets  in 
Chinatown. 

By  allowing  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to 
take  the  parcels  by  eminent 
domain  for  the  Kensington 
Investment  Co.,  the  council  is  in 
effect  allowing  Kensington  to 
avoid  privately  purchasing  the 
parcels  it  doesn't  own  on  the 
site.  The  next  step  will  be  to  get 
the  state's  approval  on  the  mat¬ 
ter.

Glass  Slipper  Club 
Plans  Court  Battle 

Club's  Lawyer  Says 
Property  Can't  Be  Taken  by 
Eminent  Domain

A  strip  club  that  the  city's 
development  arm  plans  to 
force  out  of  its  Chinatown- 
area  home  plans  to  fight  in 
court  to  keep  its  La  Grange 
Street  address. 

Using  its  eminent  domain 
powers,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  plans  to  force  out  the 
Glass  Slipper,  so  that 
Kensington  Investment  Co. 
can  erect  a  30-story,  luxury 
apartment  building  at  the 
comer  of  La  Grange  and 
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Building  A  Road  to  Success... 


Three  Community  Groups  Begin  Planning  for  Auto  Repair  Skills  Training  Program

Johnny  Liang,  who  co-owns 
HP  Auto  Repair  in  Quincy, 
started  his  career  in  automotive 
repair  by  pumping  gas. 
Gradually,  said  Liang,  he  went 
on  to  learn  engine  repair  and 
then  auto  body  repair. 

By  entering  the  field  of  auto 
repair,  Liang,  originally  from 
China,  made  what's  so  far 
proved  a  financially  sound 
decision.  "We  make  good 
money,"  said  Liang,  wearing  a 
blue,  grease  stained  jump  suit. 

Others  who  want  to  follow 
Liang's  footsteps  may  have  a 
more  direct  -  and  promising  - 
door  to  the  career  than  pump¬ 
ing  gas.

The  Boston  Zoning 
Commission  voted  to 
grant  Kensington 
Investment  Company  a 
special  zoning  designation 
reserved  for  developers 
whose  proposed  building 
sites  are  at  least  one  acre. 
Kensington's  site  is  only 
half  an  acre. 

The  vote  on  Dec.  17 
went  against  the  decisions 
of  the  commission's  chair¬ 
man  and  vice-chairman. 

The  special  zoning  des¬ 
ignation,  called  a  Planned 
Development  Area,  or 
PDA,  will  allow 
Kensington  Investment 
Co.  to  bypass  an  existing 
15-story  height  cap.  The 
developer  is  proposing  to 
build  a  30-story  tower  at 
the  comer  of  La  Grange 
and  Washington  Streets. 


PDA's  are  intended  to 
encourage  comprehensive 
planning  of  large  areas  of 
at  least  one  acre  in  size. 

Kensington  Investment 
Company  sought  the  PDA 
to  build  one  apartment 
building. 

The  vote  on  Dec.  17  fol¬ 
lowed  a  four-hour  hearing 
on  Dec.  3,  at  which  time 
many  of  the  commission¬ 
ers  appeared  ready  to  vote 
against  the  proposal 
because  Kensington's  site 
is  not  the  needed  acre.  At 
that  earlier  hearing,  the 
city's  development  arm, 
the  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority, 
persuaded  the  commis¬ 
sion  to  table  the  vote  until 
Dec.  17. 

At  the  Dec.  3  hearing,  a 
number  of  the  commis¬ 
sioners  blasted  the  way  in 
which  the  acre  require¬ 


ment  for  the  Kensington 
site  was  proposed  to  be 
met.  To  compile  an  acre 
site,  the  developer,  with 
the  support  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority, 
essentially  drew  up  a  site 
map  that  includes  public 
sidewalks  and  streets,  an 
alley  way,  property  not 
yet  acquired  by  the  devel¬ 
oper  and  property  that 
would  not  be  owned  or 
controlled  by  the  develop¬ 
er. 

At  that  hearing,  one 
commissioner  had  said  he 
thought  the  commission 
was  "being  used,"  another 
commissioner  called  the 
proposal  a  "planned 
development  building" 
and  not  a  "planned  devel¬ 
opment  area."

Washington  Streets. 

For  the  BRA  to  force  the  sale 
of  properties  using  eminent 
domain  -  a  powerful  tool  used  to 
eliminate  blight  -  the  land  takings 


must  either  be  for  a  public  use 
project  or  be  in  what's  called  an 
Urban  Renewal  Area.  An  exam¬ 
ple  of  a  public  use  project  would 
be  the  construction  of  a  school 


building. 

The  BRA  maintains  that  it  can 
force  the  sale  of  the  Glass  Slipper 
property  because  the  proposed 
Kensington  Place  project  site  is  in 


the  Park  Plaza  Urbaji  Renewal 
Area. 

A  lawyer  for  the  Glass  Slipper, 
however,  said  that  the  site  is  not 
within  the  Park  Plaza  Urban 
Renewal  Area. 

The  BRA  argues  that  the  Park 
Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Area,  creat¬ 
ed  in  1971,  is  bounded  by 
Boylston,  Essex,  Arlington,  Stuart 
and  Kneeland  Streets  and 
Harrison  Avenue,  and  broken  up 
into  parcels.  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E. 

The  Kensington  Place  project,  it 
maintains,  is  on  part  of  Parcel  D. 

But  the  lawyer  for  the  Glass 
Slipper,  as  well  as  some  city 
activists,  claim  that  Parcel  D, 
which  is  bounded  by  Stuart, 
Tremont,  Boylston,  and 
Washington  Streets,  as  well  as 
Parcel  E,  has  been  out  of  the  Park 
Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for 
more  than  two  decades. 

"The  legal  argument  is  simply 
this:  that  parcels  D  and  E  ceased 
to  be  a  part  of  the  Park  Plaza 
Urban  Renewal  Area  three  years 
after  the  state  approved  the  plan 
[in  November  of  1976],"  said 
attorney  Ken  Tatarian,  who  is 
representing  the  Glass  Slipper. 

Tatarian  cites  a  clause  in  the 
plan  stating  that  "Unless  the 
[BRA]  shall  have  selected  a 
Developer  for  Parcels  D  and  E 
within  three  years  from  the  date 
of  approval  of  this  plan,  Parcels 
D  and  E  shall  no  longer  be  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  part  of  the  Park

by  members  of  the  Boston 
Public  Health 
Commission,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA),  and  researchers  at 
Boston  University  Medical 
Center. 

A  number  of  people, 
however,  showed  little 
interest  in  hearing  city  offi¬ 
cials  make  a  pitch  for  the 
biotech  industry  as  a 
career  option  or  in  hearing 
glowing  testimonials  of  the 
benefits  of  biotechnology. 
Most  people,  according  to 
their  shouts  throughout 
the  forum,  came  to  the 
event  for  one  reason:  to 
hear  about  Boston 
University  Medical 
Center's  proposed 
Biosafety  Level  4  lab.  A 
Level  4  lab  houses 
research  of  the  deadliest, 
most  contagious  and  exotic 
pathogens  known,  such  as 
Ebola. 

"They  weren't  going  to 
talk  about  jobs,"  shouted  a 
man  in  the  audience  dur¬ 
ing  a  panelist's  discussion 
of  job  opportunities  in  the 
biotech  field.  Attendees 
were  told  at  the  meeting's 
opening  that  any  discus¬ 
sion  of  jobs  in  biotech 
would  be  held  for  a  later 
meeting. 

"We  want  to  hear  about 
Four,  Four,"  yelled  another 
man,  referring  to  BioSafety 
Level  4,  or  BSL  4,  labs, 
which  contain  hazardous- 
pathogens. 

The  room  erupted  into 
a  roar  of  shouts,  claps,  and 
whistles.  Many  people 
called  for  skipping  the 
talks  by  panelists  and 
going  straight  to  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  BSL  4  lab. 

About  a  dozen  on-duty 
police  officers  were  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  forum. 

"You  have  to  under¬ 
stand  why  so  many  people 
in  this  room  are  pissed 
off,"  said  a  woman  from 
Roxbury,  a  neighborhood 
bordering  the  site  of  the 
proposed  laboratory  in  the 
South  End.  "Why  they're 
angry,  why  they're  inter¬ 
rupting  your  presentation 
and  why  they're  throwing 
these  questions  at  you  - 
[that's]  because  nobody 


asked  us  [if  we  wanted  the 
laboratory].  Nobody.  It 
was  decided  and  brought 
to  us." 

Some  angry  attendees 
called  the  lab  a  "done 
deal." 

"It's  not  a  done  deal," 
said  the  event's  moderator, 
Mark  Maloney,  who  is  the 
director  of  the  BRA,  the 
city's  development  arm. 

Boston  University 
Medical  Center,  along  with 
former  BRA-director 
Robert  Walsh,  are  propos¬ 
ing  to  build  the  top-level 
lab  as  part  of  BioSquare,  a 
nearly  15-acre  biotechnolo¬ 
gy  research  center  along 
Albany  Street  that  was 
first  proposed  in  the  early 
1990s.  The  BSL  4  lab  was 
not  an  original  component 
of  BioSquare,  and  is  the 
result  of  special  funding 
from  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment.  Only  four  other  BSL 
4  labs  are  operating  in  the 
United  States. 

Community  groups 
who  have  mobilized  to 
object  the  lab  have  claimed 
that  Boston  University 
Medical  Center  and  city 
agencies  have  released  too 
few  details  of  the  BSL  4 
lab.  The  groups  have  also 
criticized  the  medical  cen¬ 
ter  for  failing  to  make  pub¬ 
lic  the  proposal  it  sent  to 
the  federal  government 
when  competing  for  funds 
to  build  the  laboratory. 

South  End  residents 
were  first  promised  a  city¬ 
wide  forum  about  the  lab¬ 
oratory  at  a  BioSquare 
meeting  last  month,  when 
irate  attendees  demanded 
to  know  the  specifics  of 
the  laboratory.  Residents 
were  promised  that  the 
citywide  forum  would 
include  scientists  who 
could  speak  objectively 
about  the  BSL  4  lab. 

No  independent 
researcher  was  at  the 
forum,  only  the  city's  pub¬ 
lic  health  commissioner,  a 
Boston  University  Medical 
Center  researcher,  and  two 
representatives  from  the 
National  Institutes  of 
Health,  who  never  spoke. 

"There's  not  one  person 
up  there,  who's  going  to 
take  the  other  position," 
shouted  one  attendee,  who 


accused  the  panelists  of 
doing  nothing  more  than 
"defending"  the  BSL  4  lab¬ 
oratory. 

Though  the  majority  of 
attendees  appeared  to 
object  to  the  laboratory, 
once  the  comment  period 
began,  the  first  10  people 
called  up  by  Maloney  to 
speak  either  supported  the 
laboratory  or  made  no  crit¬ 
icism  of  it. 

"Y ou  can't  imagine 
how  important  this  indus¬ 
try  is  to  the  city  of  Boston," 
said  one  speaker.  "This 
will  be  a  positive  thing  for 
the  city  of  Boston,"  he  said. 

"I  feel  OK  about  this, 
knowing  you're  going  to 
find  cures  for  these 
things,"  said  a  woman  in 
line  to  comment. 

A  few  of  the  first  10 
speakers  were  from  the 
building  trades,  and  most¬ 
ly  asked  about  the  1,300 
construction  jobs  promised 
as  a  part  of  the  BioSquare's 
development. 

After  those  10  speakers, 
nine  others  spoke,  and 
were  all  critical  of  the  labo¬ 
ratory.  Many  more  peo¬ 
ple  lined  up  to  ask  ques¬ 
tions,  but  were  unable  to 
because  the  meeting 
ended. 

A  number  of  attendees 
criticized  the  proposal  to 
build  the  BSL  4  laboratory 
in  a  densely  populated, 
urban  area.  Others  ques¬ 
tioned  whether  the  labora¬ 
tory  would  really  create 
jobs  for  residents.  One 
man  pointed  out  that  the 
original  BioSquare  project 
proposed  to  build  more 
research  space  and  even  a 
hotel.  But,  because  the  BSL 
4  laboratory  requires  4.8 
acres  of  security  area,  the 
new  BioSquare  would 
offer  fewer  jobs. 

One  young  man  asked 
the  dty  officials  how  they 
feel  about  putting  a  lab 
where  people  don't  want 
it. 

"I  don't  agree  with  the 
thesis,"  replied  Maloney, 
director  of  the  BRA. 
Maloney  then  said  he  esti¬ 
mated  that  50%  of  the 
audience  was  in  favor  of 
the  lab. 
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Three  of  the  forum  moderator's:  Bilaal  McCloud,  a  Boston  University  Medical  Center 
senior  research  assistant;  Jack  Murphy,  a  Boston  University  Medical  Center  professor 
of  medicine  and  microbiology,  and  John  Auerbach,  Boston  Public  Health 


Commissioner.  Other  panelists  included  Glen  Comiso,  the  BRA's  new  biotechnology 
and  life  sciences  specialist  and  Mark  Maloney,  director  of  the  BRA. 
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City  Council  Vote  Allows  BRA  to  Use  Eminent 
Domain  to  Take  Glass  Slipper  on  Kensington  Site 
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parcel  of  land  sit  on  the 
site  at  which  Kensington 
Investment  Company 
plans  to  build  its  pro¬ 
posed  $120  million,  30- 
story  luxury  apartment 
tower. 

A  lawyer  representing 
the  Glass  Slipper  said  the 
club  will  sue  to  keep  its 
property. 

Only  a  handful  of 
councilors  —  Charles 
Yancey,  Felix  Arroyo, 
Maura  Hennigan  and 
■Chuck  Turner  —  voted 
against  allowing  the  tak¬ 
ings. 

The  opposing  coun¬ 
cilors  criticized  the  pro¬ 
posed  use  of  eminent 
domain. 

"Why  should  we  [allow 
the]  use  [of]  the  power  of 
eminent  domain?"  asked 
Councilor  Turner.  "Our 
power  today  is  to  say  to 
the  BRA  and  the  develop¬ 
er:  'It's  a  free  market,"' 
said  Turner.  He  suggested 
the  developer  privately 
negotiate  a  deal  to  buy  the 
Glass  Slipper. 

Councilor  Hennigan 
said  that  allowing  the 


BRA  to  take  the  strip 
club's  property  "almost 
guarantees"  that  the  club 
will  have  to  move  closer 
to  Chinatown.  The  only 
place  the  strip  club  could 
relocate  to  in  Boston 
would  be  in  another  part 
of  the  city's  zoned  adult 
entertainment  district, 
which  neighbors 
Chinatown. 

Some  councilors 
requested  that  the  issue  be 
tabled  for  a  later  date. 

Councilor  James  Kelly 
exalted  what  he  called  the 
positives  of  the 
Kensington  Place  project, 
including  the  creation  of 
30  low-income  housing 
units  and  construction 
jobs. 

"There's  a  desperate 
need  for  low-income 
housing  [in  Chinatown]," 
said  Kelly. 

The  project  will  also 
provide  funding  for  cer¬ 
tain  city  arts  and  cultural 
initiatives. 

Many  of  the  city  resi¬ 
dents  opposed  to  the 
council's  vote  contended 
that  in  voting  the  way  it 


did,  the  council  gave  up 
its  remaining  oversight 
powers  on  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  Kensington 
Place  site. 

The  city  council's  role  in 
development  projects  is 
limited  to  allowing  —  or 
not  allowing  —  the  BRA  to 
have  certain  eminent 
domain  and  urban  renew¬ 
al  powers. 

Critics  were  especially 
upset  at  the  proposal, 
because  the  BRA  did  not 
submit  to  the  council  the 
required  comprehensive 
design  and  financial  plan 
for  the  two-block  section 
of  the  urban  renewal  area 
surrounding  Kensington's 
site.  In  an  urban  renewal 
area,  eminent  domain  tak¬ 
ings  are  allowed  only  to 
implement  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  design  and  financial 
plan  for  the  area.  Also, 
before  any  takings,  an 
environment  impact 
study,  a  relocation  plan 
for  the  displaced  property 
owners,  and  a  "substanti¬ 
ated"  blight  determination 
are  required.  (The  blight 
determination  is  used  to 


ensure  that  the  area  is  still 
decadent,  as  most  urban 
renewal  areas  were  creat¬ 
ed  nearly  40  years  ago.) 

The  BRA  met  none  of 
those  requirements,  and 
the  council  didn't  enforce 
any  of  the  requirements, 
according  to  critics  of  the 
project. 

"Once  the  city  council 
says  urban  renewal  can 
work  without  a  [financial 
or  design]  plan,  then  the 
BRA  will  keep  doing  it 
that  way,  project  by  pro¬ 
ject"  said  Shirley  Kressel 
of  the  Alliance  of  Boston 
Neighborhoods.  "That 
what's  urban  renewal  was 
about,  it  was  about  plan¬ 
ning,  not  about  privately 
directed  land  confisca¬ 
tion." 

"The  city  council 
waived  all  of  the  require¬ 
ments  just  to  help  this 
developer,"  said  Kressel. 

"The  lawful  way,"  said 
Kressel,  to  conduct  emi¬ 
nent  domain  takings, 
would  be  to  have  a  com¬ 
prehensive  plan  and  meet 


all  the  urban  renewal 
requirement  and  to  have 
the  takings  "approved  by 
an  informed  city  council 
and  conscientious  state 
review  agency." 

Supporters  of  the 
Kensington  project,  how¬ 
ever,  praised  the  use  of 
eminent  domain  as  a  way 
to  rid  Chinatown  of  a 
remaining  strip  club. 

Ruth  Moy,  who  runs 
the  Hong  Lok  House 
elderly  home  on  Essex 
Street,  said  at  a  city  coun¬ 
cil  hearing  on  Dec.  15  that 
the  site  at  which 
Kensington  plans  to  build 
"has  been  unsafe  for  many 
years... [so]  I  really  do  sup¬ 
port  this  project." 

Father  Hugh 
O'Reagan,  whose  church 
is  in  Chinatown,  also  sup¬ 
ported  ridding  the  area  of 
the  strip  club. 

After  the  vote  on  Dec. 
17,  Councilor  Hennigan 
said  she  was  disappointed 
with  council. 

"I'm  very  disappointed 
that  for  whatever  reason 
the  city  council  rushed 
through  one  of  the  few

development  responsibili¬ 
ties  that  we  have,"  said 
Hennigan. 

She  said  she  felt  the 
developer  was  receiving 
"special  treatment"  and 
suggested  that  if  the  Glass 
Slipper  sues,  the  project 
could  be  held  up  indefi¬ 
nitely. 

"This  is  precisely  why  I 
think  this  was  a  mistake 
to  do  it... all  this  does  is 
create  a  delay  in  the 
process,"  she  said.  "I  just 
think  it  ends  up  being  a 
loss  for  everybody." 


Planning  for  Auto  Repair  Program  is  in  the  Works

of  Eastern  Massachusetts  - 
are  planning  a  job-skills 
training  program  that  will 
equip  people  with  the 
skills  needed  to  enter  into 
the  auto  repair  industry. 
And  as  they  kick  off  the 
planning  stage  of  then- 
program,  the  three  groups 
last  month  received  a 
helping  hand  from  the 
Boston  Foundation:  a 
$50,000  planning  grant  to 
help  the  organizations 
develop  the  automotive 
repair  training  partner¬ 
ship  program. 

The  program  aims  to 
assist  the  clients  of  the 
three  non-profits  in  auto¬ 
motive-repair  skills  train¬ 
ing  —  by  providing  every¬ 
thing  from  English  lan¬ 
guage  instruction  for  non¬ 
native  speakers  to  hands- 
on  auto-repair  courses. 
The  idea  is  to  help  both 
new  immigrants  and 
minorities  -  start  or 
advance  their  careers  in 
auto  repair  -  an  industry 
in  which  workers  can 
earn  anywhere  from  a 
modest,  family-support¬ 
ing  salary,  to  $100,000 
annually  for  master  tech¬ 
nicians. 

If  the  planning  stage  of 
the  program  proves  suc¬ 
cessful,  the  Boston 
Foundation  pledges  to 
grant  about  a  $1  million 
over  three  years  to  the 
three  organizations  to 
help  implement  the  pro¬ 
gram. 


The  Massachusetts 
State  Auto  Dealers 
Association  and  Sullivan 
Tire  are  industry  partners 
with  the  three  organiza¬ 
tions.  Madison  Park 
Vocational  School  and  the 
Benjamin  Franklin 
Institute  are  training  part¬ 
ners. 

Charles  Cafferty,  direc¬ 
tor  of  career  and  technical 
education  at  Boston 
Public  Schools,  said  the 
program  and  funding 
from  the  foundation  are 
"desperately  needed." 

"We  have  the  facilities, 
we  have  the  equipment" 
for  auto  repair  skills  train¬ 
ing,  he  said,  but  so  far 
there  has  been  no  funding 
or  program  in  place  to 
train  adults  in  night  class¬ 
es  at  the  school.  Madison 
Park  Vocational  School  is 
now  training  high  school 
students  in  day  classes. 

"We're  looking  very 
forward  to  the  partner¬ 
ship,"  he  said. 

The  partners  and  the 
foundation  are  banking 
on  career  training  in  the 
auto  industry  as  a  "win- 
win"  opportunity  for  both 
job  seekers  and  employ¬ 
ers.  Job  seekers  will 
acquire  job  skills  for  auto¬ 
motive  jobs.  Also,  in  com¬ 
ing  years,  more  jobs  in  the 
industry  are  expected  to 
open  up. 

"Employers  told  us 
that  there's  a  great  need 
for  skilled  technicians  and 


mechanics,"  said  Richard 
Goldberg  of  the  Asian 
American  Civic 
Association. 

According  to  Anne 
Lustwerk,  Director  of 


Training  at  Sullivan  Tire, 
Goldberg  is  correct. 

"There's  definitely  a 
demand  for  workers," 
said  Lustwerk. 

For  every  10  employ¬ 
ees  in  the  auto  repair 
industry  who  retire,  only 
three  people  are  in  line  to 
take  their  place,  she  said. 
The  U.S.  Department  of 
Labor  projects  that  by 
2010,  employment  of 
automotive  service  techni¬ 
cians  and  mechanics  is 
expected  to  increase  by  10 
to  20%. 

Lustwerk  noted  that 
unlike  jobs  in  other  indus¬ 
tries,  such  as  high-tech, 
auto  repair  careers  are  not 
likely  to  go  overseas. 

"You've  got  to  be  able 
to  take  [your  car]  down  to 
your  local  Sullivan  tire  or 
wherever  you  want  to 
take  it,"  she  said. 

Drawing  from  person¬ 


al  experience,  Liang  said, 
"In  America,  all  families 
have  a  few  cars  at  home. 
So,  I'm  not  worried  about 
losing  a  job." 

Lustwerk  also  pointed 


out  that  by  hiring  immi¬ 
grants,  the  auto  industry 
will  benefit  from  having 
more  bilingual  workers. 

The  program  might 
encourage  more  minori¬ 
ties  into  the  auto  repair 
industry  as  well.  While 


it's  hard  to  track  down  the 
number  of  minorities 
employed  in  the  field, 
data  from  the  National 
Institute  for  Automotive 
Service  Excellence  (ASE) 
show  that  Asians  only 
make  up  2.8%  of  all  those 
who  are  ASE-certified 
technicians,  African 
Americans  2.4% . 

"I  think  it's  a  great  pro¬ 
gram,"  said  Darnell 
Williams,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Urban  League 
of  Eastern  Massachusetts, 
"For  the  first  time  in  my 
memory,  the  Asian, 
Hispanic  and  black  com¬ 
munities  are  working 
together  [for  a  job-skills 
training  program]." 

Williams  called  the 
program  a  "solid  model" 
of  how  to  collaborate 


across  "ethnic  and  cultural 
boundaries." 

Tire  Asian  American  . 
Civic  Association,  which 
publishes  the  Sampan 
newspaper,  works  largely 
with  Asian  immigrants. 

La  Alianza  Hispana 
works  largely  with 
Hispanics,  and  the  Urban 
League  of  Eastern 
Massachusetts  works 
largely  with  African 
Americans. 

But  auto  repair  shop 
owner  Liang  warns  that 
auto  repair  isn't  for  every¬ 
body.  For  those  thinking 
about  entering  into  the 
business,  "You  have  to  be 
interested  in  cars.  If  the 
person  is  interested,  go 
for  it.  If  not,  forget  it." 
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It's  good  to  know  how  to 
fix  cars  because  sometimes 
your  [own]  car  breaks 
down.

Keep  Healthy  During  the  Flu  Season 


It's  that  time  of  year  again. 

I'm  not  talking  about  the  holiday 
season,  but  the  wretched  flu  sea¬ 
son.  Did  you  know  that  the  flu 
causes  some  36,000  deaths  in  the 
United  States  a  year? 

According  to  the  National 
Institute  of  Health,  "The  U.S. 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention  (CDC)  estimates  that 
in  the  United  States  more  than 
100,000  people  are  hospitalized 
and  about  36,000  people  die  from 
the  flu  and  its  complications 
every  year."  The  flu  can  be  life- 
threatening  for  elderly  people, 
newborn  babies,  and  people  with 
certain  chronic  illnesses.  The  flu, 
short  for  "influenza,"  is  an 
extremely  contagious  disease  of 
the  respiratory  system. 

According  to  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health, 

"Flu  is  spread  when  an  infected

person  sneezes,  coughs,  or  talks, 
spraying  flu  virus  into  the  air. 
People  nearby  can  then  breathe 
in  the  virus.  Flu  often  spreads 
among  families  and  co-workers." 

Signs  of  the  flu  season,  which 
usually  lasts  from 
November  to  March,  seem 
to  be  all  around  us.  What 
are  some  signs  of  the  flu? 
According  to  the 
Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health,  "A  flu¬ 
like  illness  consists  of 
fever,  headache,  sore  mus¬ 
cles,  runny  nose,  sore 
throat,  and  cough."  I  don't 
know  about  you,  but  it  seems 
difficult  to  hide  from  the  signs  of 
the  flu  season  when  many  peo¬ 
ple  all  around  us  are  showing 
signs  of  flu-like  symptoms.  It 
seems  that  no  matter  where  I  go, 
for  example,  when  I  ride  the  T, 
when  I  am  at  work,  or  when  1 
am  just  walking  on  the  streets  of 
Boston,  I  witness  many  people 
with  flu-like  symptoms. 

Because  this  is  such  a  preva¬ 
lent  disease,  it's  very  important 
for  everyone  to  know  the  facts. 
According  to  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control,  "A  flu  shot  can 
prevent  the  flu.  Flu  viruses 
change  often,  so  last  year's  vac¬ 
cine  will  not  protect  you  this 
year.  You  must  get  a  flu  shot 
every  year.  The  flu  shot  will 
begin  to  protect  you  about  2 
weeks  after  you  get  it.  It  is  very 
important  that  people  who  are  at 
risk  (those  50  years  and  older;

those  who  have  chronic  diseases 
of  the  heart,  lungs,  or  kidneys; 
those  who  have  diabetes;  people 
whose  immune  system  does  not 
function  properly;  those  who 
have  a  severe  form  of  anemia; 
those  who  will  be  more 
than  3  months  pregnant 
during  the  flu  season;  or 
those  who  live  in  a  nurs¬ 
ing  home  or  other  chron¬ 
ic-care  housing  facility) 
and  the  people  who  live 
with  or  take  care  of  them, 
get  a  flu  shot  every  year. 

Other  people,  who  want 
to  avoid  getting  the  flu, 
should  also  get  a  flu  shot  (or 
Flu  Mist-  read  ahead).  Because  flu 
season  lasts  until  March,  it  is  not 
too  late  to  get  a  flu  shot  (or 
FluMist)  in  December,  or  even 


January  or  February."  However, 
because  there  is  only  a  limited 
amount  of  flu  vaccines  left  for 
the  2003/2004  influenza  season, 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  is  requesting  that 
flu  shots  be  prioritized  for  high 
risk  patients  only  (those  men¬ 
tioned  earlier).  All  other  healthy 
people  ages  five  to  49  years  of 
age  are  encouraged  to  consider 
purchasing  the  live,  attenuated 
nasal  influenza  vaccine,  FluMist. 

According  to  the  MDPH, 
FluMist  is  still  readily  available 
for  purchase.  Information  about 
FluMist  can  be  found  at 
http:/ / www. flumist.com.  Please 
note:  $25  rebates  are  being 
offered  by  the  manufacturer  (see 
www.flumist.com). 

It  is  important  to  also  remem¬ 


ber  that  preventative  measures 
such  as  eating  right,  exercising, 
and  maintaining  healthy  hygiene 
are  the  best  ways  to  stay  healthy. 
Make  sure  to  wash  your  hands 
thoroughly  with  soap  and  water 
before  and  after  every  meal,  after 
using  the  bathroom,  and  before 
and  after  handling  food.

Dec.  17,  nearly  all  com¬ 
missioners  either  kept 
quiet  or  didn't  question 
the  proposal  at  all.  The 
exception  was  the  com¬ 
mission's  chairman, 
Robert  Marr,  and  vice- 
chairman,  Robert 
Fondren,  who  cast  the 
two  dissenting  votes.  Ten 
of  the  11  commissioners 
were  present 
The  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  said  it  presented 
the  commissioners  with  a 
slightly  changed  PDA 
petition,  which  better 
explained  why 


Kensington  Investment 
Company  planned  to 
include  part  of  its  neigh¬ 
bor's  property  as  part  of 
the  project  site.  The  pro¬ 
posal  to  include  the 
Boston  Young  Men's 
Christian  Union's 
(BYMCU)  property  was 
harshly  criticized  by  some 
commissioners  at  the  pre¬ 
vious  hearing  because 
Kensington  would  not 
control  or  own  the  prop- 
erty. 

Rick  Shaklik,  the 
BRA's  Deputy  Director  for 
Zoning,  explained  that  the 
BYMCU  "would  be  the 


beneficiary  of  a  much 
improved  site"  once  the 
Kensington  tower  is  built. 
In  turn,  said  Shaklik, 
Kensington  would  benefit 
if  the  BYMCU  would 
decide  to  further  develop 
its  own  site.  The  exact 
language  of  the  changed 
petition  could  not  be 
obtained  by  the  Sampan 
before  press  time. 

When  Kensington  first 
presented  its  proposal 
about  two  years  ago,  it 
did  not  seek  to  include 
BYMCU  property  to  meet 
the  acre  requirement  At 


that  time,  the  developer 
proposed  to  include  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  China  Trade 
Building  —  an  idea  that 
received  heavy  criticism 
by  Chinatown  activists. 

The  commissioners 
mentioned  very  little 
about  the  inclusion  of  the 
streets  or  sidewalks  to 
meet  the  acre  require¬ 
ment. 

"It  is  absolutely  fine  to 
do  it,"  said  Commissioner 
Jill  Hatton,  of  including 
streets  and  sidewalks  to 
meet  the  acre  require¬ 


ment. 

Commissioners  Pat 
Tierney  and  Nelson 
Arroyo,  who  previously 
questioned  the  proposal, 
raised  no  objections  at  the 
Dec.  17  hearing. 
Commissioner  Ralph 
Cooper  who  previously 
appeared  to  object  to  the 
proposal  was  not  present 
during  the  vote. 

Chairman  Marr  and 
vice-chairman  Fondren, 
however,  remained 
opposed  to  granting  the 
PDA  designation. 


"I contend  that  the 
project  as  it  is  now  pre¬ 
sented  is  as  high  and  as 
dense  as  one  could  possi¬ 
bly  make  it  and  not  be 
laughed  out  of  this 
room,"  said  Fondren. 

Immediately  after  the 
vote,  Fondren  requested 
the  BRA  provide  an 
explanation  of  the  acre 
requirement  for  PDA's. 
Showing  his  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  with  the  vote, 
Fondren  said,  "I  think  this 
is  a  farce."

Plaza  Project  Area." 

No  developer  was 
picked  to  develop  Parcels 
D  and  E  within  three 
years  of  the  1977  date. 
(Parcel  E  is  between 
Washington  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue.) 

But,  in  a  modification 
dated  November  12, 1981 
—  after  the  three  years 
were  up  —  the  BRA  made 
what  it  called  a  "minor 
plan  change"  to  delete  the 
three  year  expiration  date 
for  the  two  parcels. 


According  to  Tatarian, 
the  intent  of  the  Park 
Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
was  to  develop  Parcels  A 
through  C.  But  for  an 
urban  renewal  area  to 
exist,  20%  or  more  of  the 
area  needs  to  be  deemed 
"blighted."  Parcels  D  and 
E  at  that  time  were 
deemed  blighted,  said 
Tatarian,  and  were  includ¬ 
ed  into  the  plan  only  to 
allow  the  other  parcels  - 
A,  B,  and  C  -  to  be  subject 
to  the  urban  renewal  plan. 


and  thus  subject  to  the 
BRA's  eminent  domain 
powers.  But,  said 
Tatarian,  the  two  parcels 
were  included  into  the 
Park  Plaza  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  under  the 
condition  that  they  have  a 
development  plan  within 
the  three-year  deadline. 

"So,  24  years  later,  the 
BRA  is  just  now  selecting 
a  developer  for  the  par¬ 
cel,"  said  Tatarian. 

A  BRA  attorney  has 
claimed  that  Parcels  D 


and  E  are  still  in  the  plan 
and  that  the  state  and  the 
City  Council  approved 
the  BRA's  deletion  of  the 
three  year  expiration  date. 
The  BRA  attorney  claimed 
that  any  provision  of  the 
plan,  which  has  a  40  year 
life,  can  be  changed  with¬ 
in  those  40  years. 

Tatarian  disagrees. 

"I  would  say  that  you 
can't  bring  [the  parcels] 
back  in,  because  they 
were  already  out,"  he  said. 
"It's  like  trying  to  unborn 


the  baby." 

Some  in  the  communi¬ 
ty,  however,  view  getting 
rid  of  the  strip  club  as  a 
just  cause,  despite  tire 
legal  argument  of  the 
Glass  Slipper's  lawyer. 

"That  area  [around  La 
Grange  Street]  has  been 
unsafe  for  many  years," 
said  Ruth  Moy,  executive 
director  of  the  nearby 
Hong  Lok  House,  at  a 
Dec.  15  city  council  hear¬ 
ing  on  the  matter. 


"This  is  a  project  that 
shows  promise  [for  the 
area],"  said  Chinatown 
priest,  Hugh  O'Regan, 
who  has  strongly  opposed 
the  strip  club's  presence. 

Still,  Tatarian  points 
out  that  tire  club  is  in  the 
city's  only  area  zoned  for 
adult  entertainment 

"If  they  try  to  do  a  tak¬ 
ing  [of  the  Glass  Slipper's 
property],  we'll  go  to 
court."

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Even  in  the  Winter  "Snow  in  June "  Is  a  Delight

Over  the  past  couple  of 
weeks.  New  Englanders 
have  seen  their  fair  share 
of  snow,  and  the  last 
thing  they  would  proba¬ 
bly  want  to  see  is  snow 
indoors.  But  this  snow  is 
a  must-see. 

As  you  walk  into  the 
auditorium  of  the 
American  Repertory 
Theatre  and  see  the  glis¬ 
tening  snow  falling  on 
stage,  you  will  feel  that 
you  are  about  to  experi¬ 
ence  something  magical. 
There's  something  serene 
about  it  -  the  stage  cov¬ 
ered  in  white,  a  backdrop 
of  Chinese  art. 

But  when  the  show 
begins,  the  setting 
becomes  anything  but 
serene.  And  the  audience 
soon  discovers  that  this 
musical  is  much  darker 
than  the  peaceful  snowy 
scene  leads  them  to 
believe. 

An  adaptation  of  a  13th 
century  Chinese  play, 
"Snow  in  June"  is  about  a 
young  girl  who  is  forced 
into  marriage  and  is 
wrongly  accused  of  mur¬ 
der.  Right  before  her  exe¬ 
cution,  she  puts  a  curse 
on  the  town  -from  then 


on,  the  town  will  suffer 
from  drought,  and  there 
will  be  snowstorms  in 
June. 

"Snow  in  June"  is  a 
wonderful  surprise.  It  is 
a  dark  musical  and  so 
much  more.  Director 
Chen  Shi-Zheng,  together 
with  playwright  Charles 
Mee,  has  created  a  musi¬ 
cal  that  is  serious  yet 
funny,  from  the  past  yet 
contemporary,  mythical 
yet  so  real. 

The  story  is  set  in 
ancient  China,  but  you 
can  easily  imagine  that  it 
is  set  in  present-day 
America.  Tine  humor  that 
Chen  and  Mee  added  to 
the  musical  gives  it  a 
twenty-first  century  feel 
and  makes  it  appealing  to 
today's  audiences. 

The  music  composed 
by  Paul  Drescher  -  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  bluegrass.  Delta 
blues,  and  Appalachian, 
Cajun,  and  Tex-Mex 
music  -  not  only  makes 
the  musical  unique  and 
enjoyable,  but  also  con¬ 
veys  the  ordinariness  of 
the  characters.  These 
characters  are  not  royal¬ 
ties  or  aristocrats.  They 
are  commoners  like  you 
and  me.  And  just  like 
you  and  me,  they  deal 


with  complex  issues  like 
loss,  love,  survival,  and 
sacrifice. 

Combined  with  this 
American  roots  music 
that  you  hear  are  move¬ 
ments  based  on  tai  chi 
and  wushu,  an  ancient 
form  of  Chinese  martial 


arts,  which  you  see.  As 
with  the  music,  the  move¬ 
ments  make  the  show 
unique  and  enjoyable, 
and  it  is  quite  delightful 
to  see  the  actors  move  on 
stage  -  so  fluid  and  so 
dynamic. 

"Snow  in  June"  is  sim¬ 


ply  entertaining  overall. 
From  the  storyline  to  the 
set  to  the  music  to  the  act¬ 
ing,  this  musical  is  very 
well  done.  And  to  my 
surprise,  it  left  even  a 
Southern  California  girl 
like  me  wanting  more 
Snow.
